The large stock barn of Mr. Thos.

There were fourteen head of horses 
and mules in the barn and eight of 
them were burned to death. 

The frantic struggles of the ani- 
mals broke open one of the doors 
from which six of the imprisoned 
beasts escaped— more or less injured. 
One died soon afterwards and two 
others are so badly burned that they 
are not expected to live. 

The barn contained a large quan- 
tity of hay and corn, 120 bushels of 
seed wheat and the entire gearing 
outfit for the farm, all of which was 
lost. 

The building was one of the finest 
barns in the county, erected by the 
late Frank Moore, at a cost when 
new of $2,500. The entire loss of 
barn and contents was about $4,000. 
The fire was clearly the work of an 
incendiary, as there was no fire 
about the building. 

The loss was partially insured, 
the policy being for about $1,500.

Can you prove the statements 
made in my communication to the 
people of Christian county are not 
true? If so, let the public hear from 
you. 

Instead of answering the said 
luestion, Mr. Cooper wilfully mis- 
quotes my original letter which 
itated that I did not "aim to take 
he side of either Telephone Com- 
pany doing business in your (Chris- 
tian) county;" or in other words 
that I did not aim to take up, in the 
said letter.questions as to the merits 
or demerits of either company's ser- 
vice, but that I simply intended to 
give to the people to whom the let- 
ters were addressed some informa- 
tion that might be of benefit to 
them. 

Mr. Cooper says that my state- 
ments attacking the condition of the 
Home Telephone Company are un- 
true. Will Mr. Cooper please be 
good enough to answer the follow- 
ing questions: 

I, Do you deny that the property 
of the Home Telephone Company is 
mortgaged for $100,000.00, and that 
it has also a capital stock of $100.- 
000.00. 

Knowing, as I do, that its 
property is mortgaged for $100,000. 
00 and that its capital stock is $100, 
000.00, I ask if you are willing to 
state that the intrinsic value of its 
property is $200,000.00? In other 
rds.do you say that the face value 
of the $100,000.00 mortgage referred 
to has been paid in dollars and cents 
into the Company's treasury and put 
into its property and that its capital 
stock is fully paid and non- 
able? 

Do you know that the property 
of the Home Telephone Company is 
not worth $200,000.00? And if you do
